“I cannot say the matter is entirely 
free from doubt, but I am of the opinion 
the word ‘general election’ should be 
construed in the broad sense of meaning 
an election in which all the people of the 
state may vote. In other words, I do not 
think that the word ‘general election’ has 
any technical signification, but is used | 
in the broad sense as embracing an elec- 
tion wherein the people of the state at 
the same time may have an opportunity 
of voting thereon. 

“T have very carefully read the con- 
stitution with the idea in view of de- 
termining if any technical significance is 
to be given the word ‘general election. 
I find that this word is used tw:ce in the 
constitution and once in the ordinances 
of the constitution, respectively sections 
5806, 5940 and 5944 of the civil code. 
The expressions therein occurring confirm 
me in the belief that what the framers 
‘of the constitution were after in the 
provision submitting a proposed amend- 
ment to the people and in the use of the 
word ‘general election,’ had in view only 
the purpose of submitting the question 
at a time when all the pecple of the 
state may have an Opportunity to vote 
thereon. That they meant to attach no 
technical significaation to the word ‘gen- 
eral election’ is evident in the use of 
that werd in the section above referred 
to.
